The Star Route Trials. 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—In the Star Route 
trials this morning Mr. Totten inauired 
whetber the court would rule out all evidence 
concerning. acts committed, prior to May, 
1879.

**UNCLE TOW’S CABIN.” 


Hiow the Story Was First Suggested te 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
From the Boston Herald. 

After living many years in Oni the Stowes 
returned to New Engiand and settied in 
Brunswick, Me., where they continued their 
active sympathy with the anti-slavery move- 
ment, but were distressed by the general 
apa'hy that then seemed to prevail on the 
subject throughout the North. Mrs. Stowe 
thus conceived the idea of writing some 
sketches which would give the worid a pic- 
ture of slavery as she herself had seenit. One 
day while looking over the bound volume of

Mrs. Stowe hac no idea of the effect which 
her book would produce. Noticing the at- 
tention with which it was read during its 
publication as a aerial, Prof. Stowe remarked 
one day that it looked as if it might really 
bring his wife in some money when brought 
Outasa book. Mrs. Stowe replied that she 
boped it would bring enough to buy her a silk 
xowb, for she had never owned one yet. 
When it was finished she felt discouraged as 
to the result, the slave power huving so wholly 
enthralled the land with its oppressive laws. 

The book was published March 20, 1852. 
Ten thousand copies were sold within a few 
days, and over 300,000, it is said, were in cir- 
culation within a year, keeping eight power 
presses running night and day. Its effect 
everywhere was tremendous, not only at 
home, but abroad. None but a work of 
xenius could so flash its light through the 
world and touch a!l hearts and souls with its 
power. {t portrayed slavehoiders so justly, 
and gave them credit for such 
fine traits, that at first it was predicted 
by some that it would act as a 
pacification, and unite North and South, 
while its real effect in enraging the South is 
well known. ‘“Uncie Tom’s Cabin” may 
claim a ljarge share of the credit forthe 
triumph of the North inthe civil war and the 
abolition of slavery from this nation of 
States, while abroad it had an effect hardly 
less important. The sentiment which it 
aroused in England undoubtedly restrained 
that power from _ with the South dur- 
ing our War, and itis likely that its influence 
was importantin inducing the Russian Em- 
peror to prociaim freedom to the serfs. 

Although the cause which calied “Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” into being has triumphed and 
passed to its place among the settied facts of 
history, the sale of the book is stiil large and 
steady. It promises to be one of the world’s 
classics, and it plays upon the sympathies 
and emotions with all its old-time vital power. 
Were there an international copyright, and 
had those talismanic words ‘‘ All righte reserv- 
ed,” been inscribed upon the title page, Mrs. 
Stowe would probably have received from the 
work the greatest compensation ever earned 
through authorship. In England, within a 
year of its first appearance, the book was 
published by eighteen London houses and 
forty editions had appeared. it is estimated 
that the aggregate number of copies circu- 
lated in Great Britain and her colonies ex- 
ceeded 1,500,000.

THE BIRTH RECORD. 


An Ordinance Not Observed—The Duty 
of the Health Commissioner. 


The following section of the revised or- 
dinances relating to record of births appears 
to be more honoredin the breach than the 


observance: 

Article 9, section 5, provides as follows: 
The Health Commissioner shall weekly trans- 
mit to the Recorder of Deeds a transcript 
copy of all births and marriages on file in his 
office having occurred during the week last 
past, and the same shall be recorded in 
the office of the Recorder of Deeds at the ex- 
peuse of the City of St. Louis, and it shall be 
the duty of the Recorder of Deeds to compare 
the same with the reports as provided by the 
act of the Legislature relating thereto. 

The ordinance provides for a fine of $10 to 
$100 as a misdemeanor for any negiect on the 
part ofa public officer to comply with the 
requiremed#s of the section above quoted,

THE CROWN METER. 


It Causes Trouble Between the Totel 
Men and Water Commissioner. 


Considerable complaint is being lodged 
against the cflicials governing the water sup- 
ply of the city, chiefly emanating from the 
various hotels. It appears that the caravan- 


eeries furnish thelr own pipe, subject 
to inspection by the Commissioner, 
who attaches the meter. - During the 


past six months the meters have proved ut- 
terly unreliable,refusing to work and clogging 
up frequentiy, registering every conceivable 
amount of water, and upon there returns the 
botels are called upon.to pay. It is claimed 
that the meters are perfectly unreliable, and 
that bills former!y averaging $2,000 a year 
now run up to $4,000 and $5,000, without an 
appreciable incresse of supply. The 
complaints were formally lodged with Gen. 
Stephenson, the Assessor and Collector of 
Water Kates, who reforred them to Thomas 
J. Whitman, Water Commissioner. Gen 
Stephenson says in reply that these matters 
cannot be satisfactorily reculated until the 
Water Department is united, for the 
divided responsibilitiés prevented the proper 
settloment of the difficulty. At the 
same time he upgenerousiy replied to the 
bookkesper of a prominent hotel that he 
didn’t care whether the hotels liked the 
methods of his office or not. They must pay 
according tothe meter or suffer the conse- 


quences. The hotel men generally declare 
that the crown meter is being forced 
upon the people by the Water Com- 
missioner, when it has been proven 


utterly unreliable. They petitioned for a 
different meter, but Mr. Whitman responds 
this morning with a long letter, detailing the 
difficulties of complying with their request, 
aud promising to send another crown meter. 
It —— that the crown meter contains a 
number of cogwheels, which the action of 
the water causes to turn, and is supposed to 
register the proper amount of water passing 
over them. The meter works correctly for 
two or three days, when it becomes clogged 
witb sand or mud, or else the cogs are worn 
off and the meter goes on a wild goose chase. 
It nas been the custom of the hotels to notify 
the department of the incorrect working. of 
the meter, but they claim that workmen are 
seldom sent down inside of a month, and 
then are in no condition to perform the labor 
required. Altogether there is war in the 
camp, aod the Commissioner wil! have his 
hands full dewonstrating the correctness of 
his premises. The question is why the 
Commissioner continues to use the crown

A DIFFERENT DOSE. 


That Which the Lottery Men Will 
Receive in the Criminal 
Court. 


- — 


The Gamblers’ Term of Six Months Con- 
sidered Too Light for the Race 
Managers. 


To-day the 400 lottery cases in the Criminal 
Court, principally against R. C. Pate, Henry 
Lehndorf, Herman Bruner, Warren F. Mc- 
Chesney, John Glordan and John D. Black, 
were docketed for the July term of the 
Criminal Court. The first cases have 
been set for Monday, July 3. Which 
one of the defendants will be called first, has 
not yet been decided by Col. Normile, who is 
collecting the evidence sgainst them. It is 
pretty well understood that an entirely dif- 
ferent course will be pursued in the prosecu- 
tion of the alleged horse-race managers tothat 
which was foilowed in the gambling cases, 
Cire vit Attorney Harris took the matter in 


hand several months ago, quietly secured 
the services of George Leonard, an ex-man- 
ager, who is thoroughly acquainted with the 
details of the business, and opened the war 


by 
RAIDING THE MAIN OFFICE 
of the Pate scheme, at No. 108 south Fourth 
street, and a few davs later had 
stacked up nearly 400 indictments 
against the 4-11-44 men, who shut shop 
soon after the ight opened. This was, how- 
ever, entirely contrary to Mr. Cupples’ view, 
as he had opposed raiding and was warmly 
supported in this view by the board. A mis- 
understanding arose between Cupples and 
Harris, and the result was that while the 
Vice-President took charge of the fight on the 
gamblers Harris assumed the prosecution of 
the lottery men.

TOTALLY INADEQUATE TO CONVICT, 

and not until facis outside of 
the cases made by the police 
were obiained could the State have succeas- 
fully prosecuted the cases. The lottery fight 
will be maraged by Col. Normile, who will 
probably be assisted by Gov. Jonnson and 
Jos. G. Lodge, and will be a hotter battle 
than the gambling skirmish has proved so 
far. When the first gun in the gambling fight 
wus fired, Nov. 5, 1881, by Gov, Johnson in 
a published interview in which he reflected 
upon the apathy of the authorities, the lot- 
tery men came to the front with an affidavit 
will with which to smirch the Governor’s 
fame. This kindness has not been forgotten. 
The successful prosecution of the lottery 


cases will do ‘more than could possibiy 
be accomplished by the gambling 
cases. R. C. Pate, Warren McChes- 


ney. Henry Lehndorf, Herman Bruner and 
John D. Black, the affidavit maker, are de- 
fendants to these charges. The State’s rep- 
resentatives are confident that they have a 
strong case and are auxious to gototrilal. If 
the lottery men plead guilty the minimum 
punishment will not be recommended, butin 
its stead two years in the Penitentiary.
